“Gen. (Douglas) MacArthur has 
been advised that Filipinos in the 
occupied areas have been sum- 
marily dispossessed of their means 
of transportation and other equip- 
ment. Native farmers have been 
evicted from their homes and 
formed into labor groups. Har- 
vested crops and food stores have 
been seized by the invaders. 

“2 There is nothing to report 

mefrom other areas.” 
, Earlier Attacks Repulsed. 

The War Department reported 
yesterday that MacArthur’s forces 
had beaten off Japanese assaults, 
recaptured some positions in coun- 
teroffensive skirmishes, and shot 
down four more enemy planes. 


Gen. MacArthur said a costly toll 
had been exacted from the Japa- 
néesé in each attack and that ene- 
my pressure had now lessened. 

“In his message to the War De- 
partment Gen. MacArthur warmly 
praised the troops under his com- 
mand for their courage and de- 
termination,” said yesterday's com- 
munique. “Six weeks of hard fight- 
ing have made veterans of the 
soldiers of the Philippine army, 
Their training in the difficult 
school of actual combat and their 
battle experience have steadied 
them and developed their initiative 
and resourcefulness.

Great Britain and the United 
States.”

Aluminum Production. 

The report, prepared by Charles 
Will Wright, foreign minerals spe- 
cialist, said that in the case of 
aluminum and magnesium, the met- 
als essential to manufacture of air- 
planes and incendiary bombs, Ger- 
many was reported to have out- 
produced the United States, Great 
Britain and Canada up to 1941, but 
Wright said “by the end of 1941, 
it was expected that the combined 
aluminum output of the three Al- 
lied countries (United States, Great 
Britain and Canada) would pull 
ahead of German-dominated na- 
tions, and that the Aliies’ 1941 
figures would be nearly doubled 
by the end of 1942.” 

The report expressed confidence 
that American and British output 
of magnesium now equaled Ger- 
man production, and that American 
output alone by 1943 would be. 


more than four times Germany's. 


expanded 1941 production. 

Germany’s. greatest increase in 
mineral supply, it was pointed out, 
has been through the occupation 
first of Poland, then Norway, 
France, the Balkans and later the 
Ukraine and Donets Basin. 

The German petroleum problem, 
the bureau said, appears to be 
largely one of rationing and admin- 
istration and “Germany appears to 
be in no immediate danger of the 
failure of her military. machine for 
lack of gasoline and lubricants.” 

“There is a general belief in the 
United States that with our great 
mineral resources and plant capac- 
ities, it is only a matter of time 
when we, together with Great Brit- 
ain, will have control of the air 
and sea,” the report said. 

German Output at Capacity. 

“While this is true, it should be 
remembered that the new Germany 
already is a powerful adversary 
working at maximum capacity in 
the output of airplanes, submarines, 
tanks and munitions. Just when 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain will be in position to exceed 
the German production of these 
war machines depends largely on 
their ability to increase and main- 
tain mineral production and the 
extent to which civilian consump- 
tion is curtailed to permit more 
rapid advances in the manufacture 
of required war materials. 

“Substantial progress along this 
line has been made since Dec, 7, 
but a large part of our mineral 
production is still copsumed for 
non-defense purposes.” 

A bureau table on estimated 1940 
production of German-controlled 
or supplying countries, not includ- 
ing Japan, credited them with pro- 
ducing 47 per cent of the world 
coal output, 46 per cent ef iron ore, 
44 per cent of pig iron, 275 per 
cent of manganese ore, 10 per cent 
of chromite, 11 per cent of tung- 
sten, 2.5 per cent of nickel, 7 per 
cent of copper, 33 per cent of zinc, 
25 per cent of lead, 19 per cent of. 
antimony, 50 per cent of bauxite, 
47.5 per cent of aluminum, 66 per 
cent of magnesium, 42 per cent of 
mercury, 7 per cent of molybdenum 
ore and 3.4 per cent of petroleum 
and substitutes. |

The costs of what planes we are getting is stag- 
gering—heavy bombers from $477,000 to $1,616,000 
each, pursuit planes as high as $120,000 and primary 
trainers as much as $13,500. One company offered to 
turn out trainers at $3000 each, but was informed that 
the offer could not be accepted, since to do so would 
mean acknowledgment that the Air Corps had made 
a mistake. Meanwhile, Gen. Arnold is quoted as say- 
ing that “the acute shortage of equipment has been 
a very dangerous threat to pilot morale.” 

If this war has proved anything to anybody, it is 
that air power is vital and fundamental. Yet it 
seems our Army and Navy are still hostile to ideas 
long ago accepted by other warring countries, such 
as standardization of planes te permit mass pro- 
duction and heavy armament for combat craft. The 
Fiying Fortress, the most nearly standardized of 
military planes, is praised as our most successful, 
yet even here production has bogged down. In one 
period of four months, not one of these — was 
delivered. 

The lamentable stoty of waste and delay in air- 
planes is repeated in other fields. The ineffable 
Jesse Jones, who uses the methods of a peactime 
Texas banker at a time when the world is on fire, 
has shown elementary ignorance of his job. William 
Knudsen, now kicked upstairs to a lieutenant-gener- 
alcy, has failed time after time to gear industry to 
wartime effort and to provide such precious raw ma- 
terials ag copper, zinc, lead and aluminum, And 
why is it that the agent of a shipbuilding company 
was able to tell the Truman committee: “If it hadn't 
been for taxes, we couldn’t have handled our profits 
with a steam shovel”? The committee found that 
some shipbuilding companies have, gained profits 
exceeding their net worth by 20, 30, 40 and up to 800 
times. Similar figures could be quoted for profits on 
ship repair work:

British war poster which contains a message that 
might well be adopted by Americans as an inspiration 


all-out war effort. The eloquent words are those of 
Prime Minister Churchill, and are the conclusion of 
an address delivered Jan, 27, 1940, almost two years 
ago. The magnificent passage reads as follows: 
Come then: let us to the task, to the battle, to 
the toll—each to our part, each to our station, 
Fill the armies, rule the air, pour out the mu- 
nitions, strangle the U-boars, sweep the mines, 
plow the land, build the ships, guard the streets, 
succor the wounded, uplift the downcast and 
honor the brave. 
Let us go forward in all parts of the Empire, 
in all parts of the island. There is not a week, 
nor a day, nor an hour to lose. 


For once, in the many episodes of treachery which 
have been part of this war, a Quisling has been seized 
before he had time to open the gate to the enemy. 
The British announce the arrest of that curious char- 
acter, Premier U Saw of Burma, and assert that he 
had been negotiating the surrender of the crown 
colony to the Japanese. 

This timely stroke by the British removes a great 
potential danger in the Singapore campaign, and 
may prove.to have averted disaster. Japanese occu- 
pation of Burma, which stretches far down the Malay 
Peninsula, would have ended all possibility of cut- 
ting off the invaders by a drive against their right 
flank, which imperial forces are now attempting 
from bases near the Thailand border. It would 
also have cut off China’s yital supply line, the 
Burma Toad, along which tons of war materials are 
pouring. The capacity of the road is expected to 
be doubled shortly, since officers of Gen. John Ma- 
gruder’s American military mission have’ begun 
opening the bottlenecks and eliminating the graft 
that have beset this famous highway. Its loss now 
would have been a bitter blow to the valiant Chinese. 

U Saw had a grievance, for the British recently

(AP). — Adriaan .M. de. Groot, 
known in art circles as the 
“Roosevelt painter,” died Saturday 
night in Christ Hospital of pneu- 
monia.

After my marriage a few 
years ago, my husband wanted to 
move into our own home in the 
suburbs, but I just couldn’t stand 
it. I’ve gone to many doctors, in- 
cluding two of yqur sort, Dr. 
Crane. One of'the latter gave me 
a sedative to take just before a 
storm, but that didn’t help me 
very much. The other one told 
me he thought my fear was too 
deeply rooted to be eliminated. 
But, Dr. Crane, my life is miser- 
able. Isn’t there some way to overcome this fear of lightning?”

DIAGNOSIS: Even if people haven't been specifically in- 
formed that lightning strikes bad people, they often evolve this 
thought spontaneously. And the “badness” that is popularly 
associated with death from lightning, is usually a sin against 
God instead of against man. For example, a child who steals 
watermelons or who breaks a neighbor’s window, or a man who 
embezzles money, will seldom dread lightning. But a youngster 
who indulges in self-sex practices or an adult who violates his 
marriage vows may develop intense fear of lightning.

As in the other two auxiliary mili- 
tary services, women have been 
found to be of great value in re- 
placing men in the communications 
divisions. WRENS sent to the above 
distant points include radio opera- 


‘tors and teleprinters, are capable of 


signal, cypher and code work. They 
are utilized in all these capacities 
in the great ports at home. 

“Almost all the women who join 
the Women’s Royal Naval Service 
want to do operational work;” ex- 
plained First Officer Esta Eldod. 
“That is, they want to be radio 
telephonists, teleprinter operators 
or engaged in some branch of 
communications. Such jobs make 
them feel close to the sea and to 
the fleet.

that they hate to cook in the first 
place. 

Cooks and pay clerks, as well, 
have one specia] advantage in the 
WRENS. They at least get to 
serve on the Navy's training ships, 
even if they never go to sea. 

‘The fleet air arm must be serv- 
iced and maintained in exactly the 
game way as the R. A. F. The 
WRENS are training feminine me- 
chanics to test and check the mov- 
able fittings of planes and to clean, 


improve and overhaul the multi- 
tudinous parts of airplane engines 
and fittings. 


For centuries, England has been 
a great maritime power. The fleet 
is the first love of her people. As 
might be expected, a special aura 
has developed around the Navy 
and a hierarchy within. This is 
reflected ‘within the WRENS, 
which is the only one of the wom- 
en’s auxiliary services whose name 
in the second world war is exactly 
what it was during the first. 


Although the WRENS loudly 
protest their democracy, and al- 
though all officers must come up 
from the ranks, nonetheless, the 
WRENS have a little cachet of 
swank not shared by the WAAFS 
or the ATS.

about our undisciplined youth, 

Home is blamed, housing, ed- 
ucation, social conditions; but the 
trouble is not solved. 

In the districts where the most 
trouble is found the homes are’‘in 
bad shape, physically and spiritu- 
ally. It is clear to anyone in 
touch with the situation that the 
parents are helpless, the social 
machinery is not functioning, and 
the schools are inadequate. 

Why are the schools inade- 
quate?’ Becausé they have not 
been, manned and equipped and 
planned for the service that is re- 
quired. The children in question 
need specialized training and the 
schools have ‘neither the teaching 
staff nor the essential equipment. 
When that is provided things will 
improve, but they will not be 
cleaned up in a short time. 

In the schools where: we have 
trouble with youths of criminal 
tendencies we have a group that 
the most careful school instruc- 
tion must fail to reach. They 
have not the kind of intelligence 
that responds to the teaching the 
can offer. They 
need the slower step-by-step teach- 
ing given backward children.
